Groups of 
men stood about discussing the calamity 
and not until the information came 
direct was the intelligence credited. 


T H E S S N T I N S I I representative hastened 
to the house and entering found the 
body of Mr. Simons in an east room on 
the floor. A bed spread covered the re 
mains from view, but the removal of the 
shroud revealed an ugly bullet wound 
in the right temple. 
The skull 
ragged where the lead broke it and 
bedded itself in the brain substance 
which was oozing out on the floor. 


The flesh about his head was black 
from powder and the eyes, half con- 
cealed as they were, gave evidence that 
death was instantaneous. 


Mr. Geo. Esmond, his brother-in-law, 
stood over the prostrate form. 
"He has 
been suffering from nervous prostration 
for two or three weeks," remarked Mr. 
Esmond 
in

gations of the newspaper man. '*He 
had not been confined to his bed nor to 
lis home until to-day, although at times 
in the past week he has been irrational

bers was empty and from it was hurled 
the deadly bullet 


In an adjoining room was Dr. W. H. 
Meyers, powerless to restore life to 
useful a man. 
About him stood 
Mr. J. H. Bass, A. C. Trentman, 
S. B. Bond, George H. Wilson, George 
Esmond, E. H. McDonald and other 
prominent citizens. 
Outside of the 
house a great crowd had assembled, 
eagerly inquiring the particulars of the 
suicide. 


Mr. Simons was president of the First 
National bank, of this city, and was 
credited with having more ready wealth, 
outside of his stock farms and other 
terests, than almost any other man 
Fort Wayne. 


He was fifty-three years of age and 
was bom in Wayne county, O.

gan his business career on the Pittsburg 
and

railroad, 
serv- 
ing as timber purchaser and road 
master until banking and other business 
interests called him higher, to take a 
place among the leading and most hon- 
ored citizens of Fort Wayne. 


Mr. Simons leaves his mother, four 
brothers and a sister, his wife having 
died some eleven years ago. His mother 
lives at Plymouth, where he has a 
brother. 


Another brother lives at Valparaiso, 
one at Warsaw, and the foiuth, Gordon 
Simons, is an inmateof the city hospital, 
being totally blind. Mr. Simons leaves 
no children.

WASHINOTON, Dec. 10.—The import-

concessions by both. 
The ultra-free 
traders would insist, for instance, on 
free wool, and the Bandall men would 
be allowed free tobacco. 


All parties are anxious to secure a re- 
duction at once if possible. 
In August 
or September next there will be about 
six and a half millions of three per cents 
due, and after that the treasury can get 
rid of no surplus whatever unless the 
secretary should use his discretion and 
purchase the $16,000,000 of 
per cents. 
If no arrangement between Hewitt and 
Lamar is made the original plan to call 
up the Morrisen bill and put it through 
next week will be adhered to.

The railroads are prohibited from charg- 
ing more for short than for longer dis- 
tances upon their own lines in the same 
direction, the shorter being included 
within the longer distances, circum- 
stances and conditions being the same; 
but the commission is authorized, upon 
application of a railroad, and after an in- 
vestigation of the facts to relieve the 
roads from the operation of the general 
rule in special cases. 
The senate con* 
ferees agree to the absolute prohibition 
of pooling contained in the house bill. 
These were the main features of differ- 
ence. 
On the question of publicity of 
the rates the provisions of the two bills 
have been merged so as to require each 
railraid to make public the rates between 
the points upon its own road, as pro- 
posed in the house bill, and in addition 
the commissioner is required to secure 
the publicity of through rates in so far as 
it may be found necessary.

RURAL WEALTH. 


What Indiana Did in the Peaceful Pur< 
suits—Her Losses, 


The following report of State Statisti- 
cian Peelle shows the following to^be the 
amount of the agricultural products for 
the present year: 
Wheat, 43,226,317 
bushels; com, 108,217,209 bushels; oats, 
28,330,102; barley, 330,078; flax, 153,- 
128; 
rye, 522,321; Irish, potatoes, 
5,392,021; sweet potatoes, 22,390; buck- 
wheat, 105,734; clover seed, 216,516; 
timothy, 45,944. 
The yield of timothy 
was 1,820,241 tons from 1,296,710 acres, 
and of clover, 1,770,528 tons from 1,- 
076,717 acres. The yield of tobacco was 
17,802,470 pounds. 
A comparative 
statement shows that oats, the least im- 
portant of the cereals, has the largest per 
cent, of counties in the state showing 
gains. The fact that sixty-three counties 
show a decrease in five years in wheat 
and forty-one a decrease in com, should 
of itself inspire the farming community 
to guard against further decrease by im- 
proved drainage and fertilizers. 


During the year 35,333 cattle died 
from accident or disease, an increase of 
40,000 from last year. The year 1886, 
the report says, was an exception in the 
matter of p r e v ^ ^ e of cholera among 
hogs. 
But twenty counties in the state 
were exempt from the disease, and in 
many the reports show fatalities ranging 
from 10 to 29 per cent of the entire num- 
ber raised. One trustee reports that all 
the hogs in his township died from the 
disease, and in several 50 per cent were 
reported dead. Of a total of 326,555 dy- 
ing in 1885 and 402,164 in 1884, at least 
80 per cent, was due to the ravages of 
cholera. 
The total number of hogs 
raised in Indiana in 1886 was 1,731,529, 
of which 402,164, ot nearly 23 per cent, 
died from disease. Of the total number 
of hogs raised in the state it is found 
that I8i percent, died from cholera.

WASHINGTON STATUX. 


Philadelphia inll have when it is completed 
<me of the finest Washington statues in the 
country. It is to be an equestrian figure of 
grand proportions. The horse will stand 
upon a pedestal whose base is ornamented 
with emblematic figures suited to .^erica. 
First, around the base are four figures, two 
male and two female. They represent the 
four principal rivew of America, but how 
they ai-e divided as to sex, and which is he 
and which is she, does not appear. One of 
the river gods is an Indian, undoubtedly a be, 
with a pair of bufiFaloes beside him. Buf- 
faloes in a statue or picture are about all we 
shall have left before long. 


Another one of the river deities Is attended 
by a male and female deer, and thus far the 
equal representation of the sexes is very 
good. The other animals about the river 
gods are a bear and a panther, a horse and 
•teer. The horse and the steer are supposed to 
represent a Kentucky trotter and a Blue 
Grass beef coming across the Ohio river on 
their way to the New York market. 


The original design was by Rudolph Sie- 
mering, and took three years to study out. 
Rudolph Siemering Is a Beflin professor who 
takes plenty of time for things. 
Philadelphia 
was so warmed up with patriotism after the 
centennial celebration of 1883 that she adver- 
tised for^models for a statue of G. W. The 
invitation was extended to foreign and native 
sculptors. The successful design is the one 
here shown. It was exhibited at the récent 
Berlin exposition, and, we are told, attracted 
much attention. 
Dr. Fendler, vice director 
ot the exposition, wrote of the figure that it 
was a "convincing portrait of the calm, clear 
thinking, self reliant man." The general 
grasps the bridle reins with bis left hand, 
while his right rests upon a field glass. Thus 
posed, he looks thoroughly the man who never 
told a lie.
